Washington, April 4.—The president 
has carried out his plans for the re­ 
organization of the 
Isthmian canal 
commission as to personnel and busi­ 
ness methods, generally on the lines 
of the legislation he suggested to con­ 
gress at the .ast session which failed 
in the crush of business in the closing 
hours. 
Within half an hour after the 
president’s departure from Washing­ 
ton Secretary Taft, directly in charge 
of canal matters, made public the per­ 
sonnel of the new commission and the 
division of duties among them. 


the title of commissioners, not only 
receive a much lower compensation, 
h ut are assigned much smaller fields 
of activity . 
The president also has 
carried out his scheme of dividing up 
the work of canal building among the 
commissioners, so that, nominally act­ 
ing as a body on stated 
occasions, 
each individual member would oper 
ate in a special field.

The president has made an order al­ 
lowing a salary of $7 ,500, with travel­ 
ing ex penses, to each member of the 
commission, and to the chairman of 
the commission the additional com­ 
pensation of $22,500; to the chief en­ 
gineer the additional compensation of 
$17 ,5bO, and to the governor of the 
zone the additional compensation of 
$10,000.

MOB SPIRIT AROUSED. 


Springfield, O., in Danger of Outbreak 
of Lawlessness. 
Springfield, O.. April 4.—Th ere was 
great appreh ension h ere last 
nigh t 
th at a repetition 
of 
th e disorderly 
scenes wh ich were enacted a y ear ago 
wh en a negro named Dix on was ly nch ­ 
ed. 
Because of numerous complaints 
th at h ad been made against Saloon- 
keep« -r Joseph Kempier in th e "Levee” 
district a large crowd of men and 
boy s gath ered in th at vicinity at 10 
o’clock with th e avowed purpose of 
burning th e place.

number of drunken men on th e streets 
is increasing and th is fact gives th e 
police officials more concern th an any ­ 
th ing else.
